Cedartown, Ga., June 8.—(Special.)—This 
afternoon at 4 o clock the jury in the case 
charged with assaulting 
Mr. Susan Lumpkin, returned a verdict 
of not guilty. The jury had been out 
ever twenty-eight hours and the opinion 
prevailed that a mistrial would result. In 
the meantime feeling and excitement were 
dying down and the rapidly drew 
its own conclusions as 1o the guilt or inno- 
cence of the prisoner, 

The failure of Mrs. Lumpkin to positive- 
ly identify the negro at the time of the 
assault proved the salvation of Grant 
Bell. Many now believe that Jack Pullen, 
Phil Lumpkin’s half brother, is the perpe- 
trator of the crime, although the aged lady 
stated on the stand that she was satisfied 
then that Bell was the man. 

Nine-tenths of those who have heard the 
testimony and know all the parties accept 
the jury’s conclusion as a righteous ver- 
#@ict.

This afternoon the jury announced that 
Ahey were ready to deliver a verdict, and 
Judge Janes, desiring to protect the negro 
from the possibility of any form of mob 
violence, quietly directed Sheriff Crocker 
‘0 spirit the negro out of town to a place 
of safety. A swift horse was procured, 
the swiftest in Cedartown, ‘“‘Lady Alley,”’ 
and a trusted officer drove quietly to the 
Tear of the jail, as the strong guard 
lounged idly on the front porch of the jail to 
prevent the possibility of trouble. All un- 
known to the town, then peacefully await- 
Ing the jury’s verdict, the defenseless ne- 
gro. liberated by a verdict of twelve men, 
Was putting miles between him and Ce- 
dattown toward the Alabama state line, 
just seven miles away. 

This act of humane protection to a de- 
fenseless negro and the clever manner 
in which it was accomplished, Have won 
for the judge of the Tallapoosa circuit 
another note of praise in the flawiess cuon- 
duct of this delicate situation and exciting 
tria}. 

The jury entered, and their verdict was 
Tecelved in the presence of only the law- 
yers in the case and a few individuals. 
Judge Janes thanked the twelve men for 
their excellent course throughout the trial 
and assured them that the public would 
accept their conclusion as a conscientious 
deliberation. 

Thus closed the most intensely exciting 
Courthouse drama ever enacted in Polk 
founty and the conduct of our people

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TRIAL OF ABLES AT BAXLEY 


The Court Was In Session Only About 


One Hour, 


MAS. EDGERTON IDENTIFIER PRISONER 


As the Man Who Assaultei Her—Three 
Lawyers Defended Ables, but the 
Evidence Was Convincing 
and the Jury Convict- 
ed Him. 


Baxley, Ga., June 8&.—(Special.)—Withic 
one hour after being placed on trial here 
today for assault on Mrs. Vicey Edgerton, 
the negro, Will Ables, was convicted and 
sentenced to be hanged. The hanging is to 
be in Appling county on June 30th, the ear- 
liest date the law allows after sentence is 
passed. I have talked with many people 
who are familiar with the facts in the case 
and they are unanimous in the statement 
that the charge delivered by Judge Bennett 
this morning to the grand jury saved this 


county the stain of a lynching and the 
state another black mark. They all unite 
in saying that it was a masterpiece of elo- 
quence, delivered with an oratorical effect 
that was inspiring to noble thought and 
deed, and spoken frcom a heart that throb- 
bed with sympathy for en outraged people, 
and yet felt that the dignity of the law 
mist be upheld. 

They tell it in Baxley tonight that armed 


for the up train to arrive from Brunswick, 
when they intended to take the negro off 
and hang him. Yet when Judge Bennett's 
now famous charge was delivered they 
wept under its influence and stood silently 
by as the prisoner whose life they demand- 
ed was marched past them to his trial. 

The charge was a plea for the upholding 
of the iaws of the state, a plea.for the falr 
name of Georfia and a ples fer the man- 
hood of Appling county. No copy of it is 
now in existence and tonight Judge Ben- 
nett cannot repeat even the smallest por- 
tion of it, while those who heard it say 
that it was an inspiration delivered under 
circumstances that have never hefore exist- 
ed in similar manner and will hardly ever 
exist again, but it brought the negro rapist 
a fair trial and he will now be hanged ac- 
cording to the laws of Georgia and not In 
the usual manner of like criminals. 

At the trial this afternoon the courtroom 
was cleared, although the parents of the ac- 
cused were allowed to remain. Three emi- 
nent lawyers, led by Judge Parker, con- 
ducted the defense, while Solicitor Bennett 
was the prosecuting attorney. Mrs. Edger- 
ton testified positively and repeatedly that 
Ables accomplished his purpose after re- 
peated strugeles and threats of death, and 
the prisoner practically confessed his crime. 

When Mrs. Edgerton was told of the 
death sentenc_ she said she was glad of it, 
and wished it could be a thousand times 
over. 

Appling county has certainly made a new 
record in Georgia for dealing with such 
cases, and it Is due in a great measure to 
the confidence the people of this circuit 
have in the administration of justice by 
Judge Bennett and Solicitor John W. Ben- 
nett.

MOST OF THE RAILROADS HAVE 
ABROGATED RULE 


Reyuiring That Shipments of Fruits, 
Melons and Other Perishable 
Freight Be Prepaid. 

New York, June 8&.—(Special.)—Most of 
the roads in the Central Freight Associa- 
tion have abrogated the rule governing 
the transportation of fruit, melons and 
other perishable freight from the south by 
which the freight charges were prepaid, 
delivering companies being held responsi- 
ble for qamage claims aftepttheir establish- 
ment and the amount prorated among the 

lines sharing in the haul. 

This is due to the fact that delivering 
companies have ‘been compelled to pay the 
claims and then founda it difficult to collect 
from the other lines. The rule now is that 
such shipments will not be accepted with- 
out the through charges being prepaid tn- 
Tess delivered at Ohio river gateways, 
whh the guarantee that in case of a deficit 
it shall be prorated through from original 
point of shipment on the basis of reve- 
nue. In the adoption of this rule it has 


| been agreed that all old claims shall be 


settled by prorating from the solvent roads 
junction in the south to destination. 

The Central Pacific, Big Four, Wabash, 
Grand Trunk and Clover Leaf will handle 
this traffic when originating south of the 
Ohio river without prepayment or guaran- 
tee of freight charges, on condition that 
the shipments are in good order when 
delivered to the lines named, and that 
when consignments are sold or refused 
the charge for any deficit is to be made 
good ‘by the roads over which the property 
has passed, and also that the part of this 
deficit charge falling to any one vf tire 
lines nameg is to be paid by the line out- 
Side of the Central sa‘reight Association 
delivering the traffic to these lines. If the 
consignee refuses to receive the freight 
and pay the charges to these lines prompt- 
ly no claims for losses will be allowed. 

The following roads will demand prepay- 
ment of charges to all points along their 
lines: Boston and Albany, Northern Cea- 
tral, Dunkirk, Alleg™ény Valley and Pitts- 
burg and the Reading. oe ”

Standard Oil Company Shown Up

NEARLY ALL GOODS WERE ADULTERATED 


Industrial Commission Resumes Its 
Investigation of Trusts and W. 
H. Clark, of Ohio, Recites 
an Interesting 
Story. 


Washington, June 8.—The industrial com- 
mission resumed its investigation of trusts, 
the Standard Oil Company receiving espe- 
Cial attention. W. H. Clark, of Ohio, a 
Suspended employee of the Standard Oil 
Company, testified that at Marietta the 
Standard had ousteq other companies from 
the ‘business ‘by competition and then put 
up the price of oil. He said that eight 
nominal grades of oil were sold out of 
Only two tanks, the faucet being turned 
in different regions for different grades. 
This was done, he said, under instructions 
from the managers for the Standard Oil 
Company, Messrs. Matthews and Hollings- 
worth. Clark said ‘tthe company bought 
and sold turpentine, putting six or seven 
gallons of gasoline in each barrel. 

At. Columbus, he said, much oil was 
adulterated. Miners’ oil was made by mix- 
ing in a little cotton seed oil. Here the 
Standard company started the Shoemaker 
Oil Company, ostensibly as an independent 
concern, but it was used as a blind. 

At Springfield, Mr. Clark said, his in- 
sructions were ‘to get trade regardless of 
the price. Some refined oil was sold as 
low as 4 cents ang here also as many as 
four nominal grades of oil were taken 
from one tank. Rebates were made when 
necessary. When he had spoken to the 
management of the dishonesty of these 
practices he had ‘been told that it was 
not for him ‘to say about such matters, but 
to do what he was told. 

At Urbana, he said, he was manager 
for the Standard Company. Here a com- 
petitor was driven out by a threat to force 
the price down to 1 cent a gallon. The 
competitor afterwards went to the poor- 
house. Witness for a time was manager 
at Newark. Here twenty-five different 
prices of oil were quoted. One man would 
get oil for 7 cents, while his next door 
neighbor woul@ pay 9% cents. Rebates 
also were given to especially favored pa- 
trons. These were made under the in- 
Structions of B. A. Matthews. 

The witness testifiei that at Newark 
the company bought a building vecupied 
by a competitor, ang Clark, with other 
men, went into the building in the absence 
of the competitor. loaded the building on 
Carts and carried it away. For this he 
(Clark) was complimented and was to 
have ‘been rewarded with a two weeks’ 
vacation while the competitor went out of 
the business. ii 

One customer, who wanted oil from 
Cleveland, was supplie@d out of a barre!

“If we know our Kruger aright, he will 
back down, and if not, why—” 

The Dally Chronicle deprecates Mr. 


Charmrberlin’s warlike ettitude, but does not 


deny the gravity of the situation and se- 
riously counsels the Boers to grant rea- 
sonable roforms, ‘“‘as the only means. of 
preserving their independence of the plots 
agatnst the stock exchange and the vio- 
lence of Downing street.’’ 

The Standard, which reminds the Trans- 
vaal that its independence is not absv- 
lute, but is centingent on a faithful exe- 
cution of the agreement: stipulating equal 
rights for all white inhabitants, says: 

“We now demand that all Englishmen 
resident in the Transvaal shall be treated 
with justice and President Kruger may rest 
assured that the whole country will sup- 
port the government in any measure re- 
quired to make this demand effective.’ 

The Times says: 

“Let Mr. Kruger grant the Uitlanders 
full citizenship and the whole question is 
ended. At present he only offers a note of 
hand for a ridiculous sum, payable many 
years hence, jn return for our immediate 
abandonment of all the legal rights we now 
possess for enforcing the payment of debts 
long overdue.’”’ 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Times says: 

“At the close of the conference Mr. Kru- 
ger declared that he was pleased at the 
friendly way in which matters had been dis- 
cussed and hoped they would understand 
each other better in future.”

LYNCHINGS MAY FOLLOW 


Death of Jose Lobregat at Hands of a 
Mob Causes Speculation. 


THE CABMEN IN HAVANA ARE ON A STRIKE 


Citizens Find It Impossible To Tra- 
verse Streets in the Hot Weath- 
er Prevailing. 


Havana, June 8.—The farewell manifesto 
of General Maximo Gomez has fallen com- 
paratively flat. The local papers have given 


it little attention in the way of comment. 


and publie feeling has apparyently not been 
much aroused, The principal criticisms 
have been those born of a suspicion that 
the manifesto is not a genuine farewell. 

The lynching of Jcse Lobregat, the for- 
mer Spanish officer, at San Antonio de los 
Banos has taken all the available space 
in the local press. Most of the local papers 
regret the occurrence, but are inclined to 
offer excuses for the Cubans involved. The 
Spaniards insist that the military authori- 
ties should take steps to punish severely the 
perpetrators of the outrage in order to 
avoid its repetition, They also contend that 
such occurrences constitute the princpal 
reason why so much capital is Jocked up 
in the banks of the island. They say the 
Spaniards, uncertain as to the future, will 
naturally refuse to invest, for if the Amerl- 
cans withdraw, they claim that the life of 
a Spaniard in Cuba will not be secure. 

As an illustration of their argument, 
they cite the various strikes now in prog: 
ress. Scarcely was the dock strike finish- 
ed before the cab strike began, and in the 
opinion of the Spaniards, such incidents 
merely reflect conditions that would be 
greatly aggravated but for the presence of 
the American authorities. For such reascns 
as these the Spaniards wish the military 
authorities to make their power felt in 
punishing the author ot the lynching affairs 
at San Antonio, 

The cab strike is felt by all classes in Fia- 
vana except the poorest. The other means 
of conveyance are quite inadequace to meet 
the needs of the general public, for every 
livery carriage has been engaged by busl- 
ness men until the end of the strike at 
double the ordinary price. Other people 
must walk to the shops and other points of 
destination in the intense heat. The cab- 
men have been receiving from the cab 
owners $15 in gold per month tor fourteen 
hours’ work a day. They now demand $20, 
which the public considers reasonable. A 
poor cabman earns $5 a day, and many 
with good horses will average $10. It is 
thought the strike will not last longer than 
tcemorrow, as the owners will probably of- 
fer $18 as a compromise.

THIRTY-SIX HOUSES BLOWN UP. 


Fireworks Plant in New York Is Com- 
pletely Destroyed. 

New York. June 8.—Thirty-six buildings, 
comprising almost the entire plant of the 
Nordlinger-Charlton Fireworks Company 
at Graniteville, Richmond borough, were 
blown up this afternoon and the entire 
fireworks plant practically wiped out of 
existence. 

Although the fires which followed the ex- 
plosion lasted for several hours, the wreck 
was complete within a few minutes. No 
lives were lost, and but three persons were 
injured, two of them seriously. 

The operators in the various buildings 
rushed out into the yards, the flying rock- 
ets, many of them of the greatest power, 
made it almost as dangerous for the em- 
ployees to be out of the buildings as to be 
in them. As they rushed out explosion fol- 
lowed explosion as the buildings flew into 
the air. 

After a“score of explosions, three heavy 
ones that shook the ground for miles oc- 
curred. These were the three storehouses 
in which supplies for the Fourth of July 
were being held.

CREDIT MEN JUMP NEW LAWS. 


— 


Anti-Trust Act in Arkansas and Texas 
Condemned. 

Buffalo,’ N. Y., June 8.—The national con- 
vention of credit men today unanimously 
elected John Field, of Philadelphia, and 
Frederick Standard, of Denver, president 
and vice president respectively. Resolutions 
were adopted calling attention to the law 
recently passed by the Arkansas legislature 
and a similar one pending in the Texas 
legislature ‘‘practically compelling the sub- 
stantial fire insurance companies to with- 
draw from the state,” declaring such a 
law “dangerous and detrimental to the 
best interests of-those states; shaking con- 
fidence, imperiling property and undermin- 
ing credit.’’ 

The resolutions call attention to the dan 
ger of extending credit to individuals, fitms 
and corporations whose responsibility for 
the Hability incurred may be imperiled by 
the lack of fire insurance.

THE OREGON IS OFF DAGUPAN 


Gunboat Commanded by Ensign Cap- 
tures Three Sailing Vessels. 


AMERICAN NAVY IS GROWING RAPIDLY 


Lieutenant Gilmore, of the Yorktown, 
and His Fellow Prisoners Have 
Been Heard From. 


Manila, June 8.—The United States cruiser 
Boston, Captain W. H. Whiting, has sailed 
for San Francisco by way of Nagasaki, 
Japan, with long-service officers and men 
from the various warships. 

The battleship Oregon will soon be sta- 
tioned off Dagupan, in the gulf of Lingayen, 
on blockade duty. - 

The United States gunboat Albany, one 
of the vessels purchased from the Spaniards 
and commanded by Ensign W. H. Stanley, 
has captured three sailing vessels and one 
steamer off the island of Negros.

AGUINALDO MAY WANT PEACE. 


Dictatorship Will Give Him Power To 


Negotiate Terms. 

Washington, June 8&.—Officials here are 
in doubt as to whether Aguinaldo, in de- 
claring his dictatorship, is animated by a 
desire to relieve himself of his refractory 
generals, Pilar and Luna, or whether he 
expects to consolidate in his own hands 
the power to make terms of peace. 

It is known from the reports of Prest- 
dent Schurman, of the American Philip- 
pine commission, that these two generals 
owe only faint allegiance to Aguinaldo 
and their attitude toward the peace ne- 
gotiations has made these negotiations in- 
effectual, the civilian members of the Fili- 
pino side of the joint commission being 
completely overawed and dominated by 
the military element controlled by these 
generals. 

It is beHeved that if Aguinaldo can as- 
sume supreme control he will at once make 
for peace, being able to secure better terms 
for himself than he otherwise would.

WILL FIX THE BOUNDARY LINE. 


Document Will Be Signed in London 

by Choate and Salisbury. 

Washington, June 8.—When the state de- 
partment closed for the jay it was with the 
expectation on the part of the officials that 
the modus vivendi which has teen under 
consideration in London will be completed 
and signed tomorrow. The signature prob- 
ably will take place in London as between 
Ambassador Choate and Lord Satisbury, 
unless the programme is changed over 
night. 

Assuming that the agreement is on the 
exact lines of the instructions sent, the 
modus will fix the provisional boundary 
line between Alaska. and Canada at three 
points near the head of the Lynn canal. 
These points are as follows: 

On the White pass, at the old Canadian 
custom house, on the Chilcoot pass, at the 
Canadian custom house which has existed 
for the past eighteen months; on the Dal- 
ton trail just above the Indian village of 
Kiuckwan. The modus provides only for a 
temporary delimitation, but there is good 
reason to believe that the lines that it will 
establish will be accepted by both parties 
as the best possible solution of the vexed 
boundary issue.

Consul Kennedy at Para, Brazil, Sends 
in a Report. 

Washington, June 8.—The state depart- 
ment has received from United States Con- 
sul Kennedy at Para, Brazil, an explana- 
tion of the reported trouble at Manaos, 
which makes it clear that the affair was of 
slight importance and was followed by no 
ill results. 

It appears that the objection manifested 
to the progress up the Amazon river of 
the United States steamer Wiimington was 
based upon a feeling of local jealousy, it 
being apprehended that the Wilmington’s 
voyage up to Iquito, far beyond Manaos, 
would discover to the commercial world 
the advantages of the former to the loss 
of Manoas.

The Evening News of today comes out in 
a long article protesting against it None 
of the members of the board would ‘talk 
of the matter, and it only remains to be 
seen what will be done. 

Undecided. 

Inspector Neely, who was sent here iv the 
government to investigate into making im- 
provements on the government building, «s 
was authorized by coneress some time vgo, 
has not yet come to any conclusion as to 
what he will do. He has held a confer- 
ence With both Judge Speer and Custedian 
Iiertz, but neither of these gentlemen have 
decided as to the best plan of eniarging the 
building. Inspector Neely says that the 
building is very poorly constructed and it 
will be hard to devise plans to change it. 
It is the wish of many of the officials at 
the government building that another story 
be added to the present structure, but so 
far nothing has been done, and it will prob- 
ably be about a year before the work is 
commenced.

The police of Atlanta were notified of the 
burglary and were furnished with a de- 
scription of Will Morris.

ears. Cannibals are extremely fond of hu- 
man ears. Ears have never been classified. 
OWing to their immense variety of size and 
form. I notice that the straight lobe, grow- 
ing fast to the neck, ig becoming more 
common each year, though the curved 
hanging lobe still prevails. Women have 
much better shaped ears than men. They 
are smaller and lie closer to the head. Some 
men can flap their ears after the manner 
of donkeys—and they usually are closely 
related in intellect to that useful beast of 
burden. 

Big ears that stand away from the head 
‘and are thick. through helix and antihelix 
are regarded as a sign of a generous and 
coarse nature. Nordau says they indicate 
degeneracy, but he forgets that the stand- 
ing out may result from the boy wearing 
his hat too low. Surely all will agree that 
a man with a thin, small ear, plastered 
against his head, will not do to trust or tle 


to. His nature may be refined and delicate, 
but he will steal nine times in ten, and 
would rather lie at sixty days than tell 


the truth for cash. The great Napoleon had 
a small ear, formed like a shell, with the 
curved lobe. Washington had large ears, 
but they did not stand outward nor were 
they thick. Small ears mean selfishness. 

Admiral Dewey has a small ear, with 
many angles, which tells us that he can be 
cruel.and tyrannical as well as delicate in 
fancy. Such is his character. John A. Mc- 
Call, president of the New York Life, has 
wonderfully amall ears for a man of his 
size, but they are well shaped. John A, 
Stewart, of the United States Trust Com- 
pany, looks always as if his ears are back- 
ed. When a horse backs his ears he means 
mischief. The ears of George W. Jenkins, 
of the American Loan and Deposit Com- 
pany, stand out like a spinnaker on a cup 
defender, General Louis Fitzgerald’s lie 
close to his head and are pretty high up. 
Otto Bannardad’s are very low, showing his 
immense top head. W. L. Trenholm and 
Charles S. Fairchild have cultivated the 
ears of statesmen—very sloping. 

President Vreeland, of the Metropolitan 
street railway, who looks the image of 
Bookmaker McDonald—‘“Flat-Foot Jack’'’— 
has tremendous ears, with the antihelix ex- 
ceedingly thick and standing out far be- 
yond the helix. Mr. Platt has the ear of a 
philosopher. The top leans far out and the 
lobe in. It is rather over than under the 
medium size. The ears of President Al- 
pheus Stickney, of the Chicago Great West- 
ern railroad. are nearly at right angles 
to his head, he has been listening so long 
and hard for a rise in the price of Chicago 
Great Western. President Maxwell, of the 
Jersey Central, has a woman's ears. Cal 
Brice’s ears were immense, with the aspect 
o¢ a mill hopper. There was no antihelix. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt's ears are thick, home- 
ly, commonplace. They indicate medioc- 
rity. General Samuel Thomas’s ears look 
as if they would fall off if he were to give 
them a shake. 

James R. Keene's gars are larger than the 
average and they are well set on. Addison 
Cammack'’s ears.resemble an elephant’s, not 
in size or shape, but in the general effect. 
J. Pierpont Morgan has a full-sized ear, 
firmly glued on and nearly straight up and 
down. The antihelix is thick and protrud- 
ing, while the concha ts of small diumeter. 
John I. Blair's ears are enormous and they 
have the intense philosophic slope. Age in- 
creases the angularity and prominence of 
the ear. Mr. Blair is nearly a hundred 
years old. Roswell P. Flower had a very 
large and thick ear, with extremely wide, 
flat ridges and a concha smaller than Mr. 
Morgan's. Russell Sage’s ear is about the 
average size, well shaped, sloping slightly 
and deeply lobed. 

Richard Croker’s ear is just like the man 
plain, about medium eize, thick and coarse, 
close to his head, flat, deep concha. John 
( Sheehan's is smaller and extremely an- 
gular. The antihelix is very prominent and 
the concha of large diameter. The lobe 
is of the straight variety. City Chamberlain 
Pat Keenan's ears look as if he tied them 
back at night. They are nondescript—like 
man.

Josepn 
Larocque has the stateman’s sloping ear, 
large and full ridged. Stephen P. Nash's is 
one of the biggest in New York, with broad, 
fan-top and protruding antihelix. Ambassa- 
dor Choate has a fine ear, of perfect size 
and of about the right angle. One of the 
remarkable things about William M. Ev- 
arts. who seems to have disappeared from 
the haunts of men, is the distance from 
his ear to the top of his forehead. The ear 
is of extraordinary size, but thin and deep 
lobed. It is so far down on the side that 
he appears to be all top head. Low ears 
are ar indication of brains. When you catch 
a fellow with his ears away up where the 
bump of destructiveness should be you may 
set him down as low in the intellectuals and 
a fit candidate for degeneracy.

He shall be ex-offl- 
cio a member of all standing committees. 
He shall countersign all warrants drawn by

board atits regular meeting in May of each 
year a full report covering the work of the 
library for the previous year.

Sec. 5. In the absence of the president, all 


) of the duties of the office of president shall 


be performed by ‘the vice president. 

Sec. 6 The secretary, under the direction 
of the board of trustees, shall receive and 
answer all communications addressed to 
the board, shall send written notice to each 
of the trustees at least one day in advance 
of the regular meetings of the board, shall 
send notice to each of the trustees of the 
special meetings of the board, shall sign 
all warrants drawn by order of the board 
wpon the treasurer of the board or upon the 
city treasurer, and shall perform such oth- 
er duties as may from time to time be 
assigned to him by the board of trustees. 
In the absence of the secretary a tempo- 
rary secretary may be chosen by the board. 
He shall be the custodian of all bonds of 
suretyship. 

Sec. 7. The treasurer shall collect all In- 
terest on investments and also the princi- 
pal sum when due, and shall have charge 
of such moneys, securities and mortgages 
as are under control of the board of trus- 
tees, and shall keep the financial accounts 
of the board. He shall be the custodian of 
all insurance policies oovering on the build- 
ings or on other property of the library. 
He shall pay all warrants ordered by the 
board, when properly signed by the secre- 
tary and countersigned ‘by the president. 
He shall submit to the board “at its regular 
monthly meeting a detailed report of all 
moneys received and disbursed by him dur- 
ing the previous month, and shall make an 
exhibit of his accounts whenever so re- 
quested by the board. He shall submit to 


the board at its regular meeting in May 
each year a detailed report, covering all 
receipts and disbursements for the pre- 


vious year. He shall give a bond of $16,000, 
same to be approved by the finance com- 
mittee, and this bond may be increased at 
any time, in the discretion of the board of 
trustees, 

Sec. 8. All expenditures shall be author- 
ized by the board before same are incurred, 
such authorization requiring at least seven 
affirmative votes. All] bille covering such 
expenditures shall be approved Ly the com- 
mittee under whose supervision the expn- 
diture was made, and shall also be approved 
by the finance committee. On order of the 
board. the secretary will then draw a war- 
rant upon the treasurer covering each bill 
ordered paid, such warrant to be signed by 
the secretary and countersigned by the 
president. 

Sec. 9. The regular meeting of the board 
Shall be held on the first Tuesday of each 
month, at 5 o’clock p. m. Special meetings 
may be called by the secretary, under the 
direction of the president, or in his absence 
or refusal, then under direction of the vice 
president, or in the absence or refusal of 
the vice president, then of any three trus- 
tees, and the notice of such special meet- 
ings shall state the object for which they 
are called. Such notice shal] be delivered 
personally before the meeting to each trus- 
tee who is in the city, or shall be mailed 
to each trustes one day in advance of the 
meeting. No business shal) be considered 
at such special meetings other than the 
buSiness as stated in the notice.

Sec. 11. No member of this board shall be 
interested directly or indirectly in any con-

Judge Speer discussed the subject of mob 
violence in connection with recent outrages 
and suggested the correction of certain 
errors in the present administration of jus- 
tice as the cure for existing evils in part 
at least. In fervent and emphatic lan- 
guage he urged the members of the law 
class to vigorously uphold the law and the 
courts.

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The County Commissioner Primary. 

The canvass in behalfof the candidates 
for county commissioner developed into 
& very hotly contested campaign, and 
the partisans on both sides resorted to 
tactics which the people do not relish 
and for which the importance of the of- 
fice affords no excuse. It is true the 
office has its full measure of importance, 
but the heat displayed and the per- 
sonal attacks and insinuations resorted 
to were, it seems to us, out of al] pro- 
portion of the power and influence that 
any one commissioner is able to exercise. 

Stripped of all misleading accessories, 
sensible voters know that either one of 
the candidates -would fill the office ad- 
mirably and that neithér would so far 
forget his duty to the public as to pro- 
pose or support any measure opposed to 
the interests of the people. It is very 
rarely the case that voters are misled by 
heated partisan tactics. They make up 
their minds without regard to the va- 
rious charges and insinuations which 
are put forth on one side or another 
with the intention of weakening the pop- 
ularity of the opposing candidate. 

But the tactics employed in the county 
commissioner’s contest differ somewhat 
from any we have seen on exhibition 
before. Toward the last, it would have 
been a very difficult matter for a strang- 
er within our gates to pick out the 
names of the real candidates. If called 
on to do so, he would probably have 
said that, so far ag he could see, Joel 
Hurt and Harry Atkinson were the can- 
didates, and his selection would have 
been justified by the campaign literature 
appearing in the newspapers. ‘To all 
appearances, Anderson and Turman 
were not in the race at all. Joel Hurt 
on one hand, was trying to seize the 
county by the roof of the “pants,” as 
it were, while Harry~Atkinson was try- 
ing to grab it by the scruff of the neck. 
Cards appeared about “foreign capital’ 
and alien interests, and never has such 
a commotion been seen since the wed- 
ding day in ’59 when Jimmy Jones, of 
Jonesville, jumped in a bunch of sleep- 
ing swine and created a stampede of 
hogs, horses and dogs that came near 
wrecking the town. The big 
rack that Uncle’ Billy  Beavers’s filly 
pulled down and dragged away is still 
shown. 

Itfs useless to make war on aliens and 
alien interests in Atlanta. If all men who 
are not natives of Atlanta are to be pro- 
scribed, there would have to be some 
active work done to secure a native judge 
and jury to banish them. If compelled 
to go as they came, some of our most 
successful citizens would walk barefoot- 
ed to the mountain counties and to east 
Tennessee, and if they were permitted to 
carry their interests away with them. At- 
lanta would be poorer by several Ynillions 
of dollars. Joel Hurt would have to 
go back to Columbus and resume fox 
hunting on Pine mountain, and Harry 
Atkinson.would be banished to Boston. 

The charge that these two citizens are 
guilty of bringing ‘foreign capital” here 
is true. No two men in Atlanta have 
been greater offenders in this respect. 
When Joel Hurt came to Atlanta some 
thirty years ago, he was what Colone!: 
George Adair would call ‘‘a puny-looking 
cuss,’ but he had as much latent energy 
in him as a coal mine. As this energy 
has developed, it has helped to develop 
Atlanta. He has reached out after for- 
eign capital and planted it here so se- 
ourely that it can’t be pulled out by the 
roots. If taken out at all, it will have 
to be undermined by way of China. He 
has done for Atlanta a work which be- 
comes an everlasting monument to his 
genius and his public spirit. 

Harry Atkinson has not been here as 
long as Joel Hurt, but he has been pro- 
portionately as active since he has been 
here, ang he has been the means of add-

In conclusion we venture to say that 
no sensible voter in Fulton county gave 
countenance to the various charges 
which, by insinuation and innuendo, 
were brought against the two candidates.

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The Railroad Commission Moves. 

The railroad commission, we are glad 
to note, has summoned both the city 
and the railways before it to report prog- 
ress in the matter of a new passenger 
Station in keeping with the needs and 
comforts of the traveling public. This 
summons is for the purpose of discov- 
ering what’ progress the two interests 
have made toward the solution of the 
differences between them. But we hope 
it means more than this; we trust it 
means that an end must be made of the 
matter preliminary to the arrangement 
of a preliminary plan to present to the 
legislature, 

Some of the differences between the 
city and the railway officials are real, 
but the most of them are imaginary, not 
to say s fantastic. It should be the 
duty of the railroad commission, in the 
exercise of the authority conferred on 
it by the law, to sift and separate the 
real obstacles from the purely fantastic 
ones, and cite the city and the railways 
to a settlement based on business prin- 
ciples, a settlement in which the cor- 
porate interests, municipal and railway, 
shall recognize the greater interests of 
the public at large. 

We call the attention of the railroad 
commission to the interest which the 
whole state is taking in this matter, 
an interest partly, but by no means com- 
pletely, shadowed forth by the extracts 
which we presented in yesterday’s Con- 
Stitution. There are overwhelming rea- 
sons why the whole state should take a 
very lively interest in the outcome of 
this movement for a new passenger sta- 
tion in Atlanta. In the first place, the 
State owns the ground on which the 
present mud shack stands, and any re- 
sult which would cause fhe railroads to 
seek a new site for a station, would de- 
preciate the value of the state’s property 
by a mfion dollars. In the second 
place, Atlanta, as the capital, is the cen- 
ter of official interest in this state, and, 
as the commercial center of it, is the fo- 
cus of travel from all points within the 
state. 

If The Constitution were moved by 
selfish interest in the matter, it would 
be found advocating the site which has 
been suggested at the foot of Alabama 
street, which is adjacent to real estate 
that would be greatly increased in val- 
ue by the erection of a union passenger 
station there. But this igs not a matter 
in which selfish interests should be pro- 
moted. The present site ig in a neigh- 
borhood where every business and every 
interest has been made to conform to 
the custom, habit, and (as it were) ex- 
pectation of a:union passenger station. 
It is convenient and easy of access, and 
usage has indoleed it. 

Moreover, iti is adjacent to another 
improvement, the greatest, the most im- 
portant and the most far-reaching’ that 
has ever been guggested in the history of 
Atlanta. We mean, of ¢ourse, the White- 
hall street vigduct to connect the two 
main thoroughfares of the city. The 
Constitution speaks entirely within the 
limits of estimates by the most prudent 
and conservative citizens when it says 
that the Whitehall viaduct indorsed by 
the property owners to be affected, is 


‘the most important municipal improve- 


ment ever suggested or contemplated in 
the history of the cfty’s growth—the 
most important, because it does away 
with a crossing that is a constant men- 
ace to life and limb; because it makes 
possible the improvement of some of 
the most valuable property in the city; 
and because it will add immensely to the 
picturesque features of the town. 

The whole problem of a new passenger 
station—if it can be called a problem— 
is easy of solution when business prin- 
ciples are applied to it; and the railroad 
commission should see to it that no mere 
fantastic or imaginary difference should 
stand in the way.

Judge Speer’s Address. 

Elsewhere in tcday’s issue of The Con- 
stitution we publish liberal extracts 
from the notable address recently de- 
livered by Judge Emory Speer before 
the law class of Mercer university. In 
stressing the importance of upholding 
the majesty of the law, Judge Speer 
touches at some length upon the evils of 
mob violence as illustrated in connec- 
tion with recent outrages, and declares 
that our system of justice has cest en- 
tirely too much for its sacred preserves 
to be ruthlessly trampled upon by mobs 
of infuriated men. 

Judge Speer takes the position that 
every good citizen is in duty bound: to 
uphold the majesty of the law and that 
failure to mect this imposed obligation 
means inevitably the return of those 
evils of oppression and injustice which 
cursed humanity before the advent of 
courts and juries. Judge Speer declares 
that the vicious element of the negro 
race is comparatively small and wholly 
unrepresentative of the notable traits of 
character which belong to the negro 
race in general; but he declares that in 
spite of educational and moral methods 
of prevention there will never come the 
time when outrages will not be commit- 
ted by depraved individuals, In view

The Georgia Bar Association. 

The Georgia Bar Association is to hold 
its sixteenth annual meeting at Warm 
Springs on the 6th and 7th of July, and 
the principal address will be made by 
Hon. William L. Wilson, president of 
Washington and Lee university. Mr. 
Wilson’s fame restg particularly upon his 
long service as a member of congress, 
his subsequent cabinet membership and 
his career as an educator, and it is not 
generally known that he is a lawyer of 
splendid ability; that is the case, how- 
ever, and he is sure upon this occasion to 
deliver an address that will be of in- 
terest not only to the Bar Association, 
but to the public generally. 

During the sixteen years of its history 
the Georgia Bar ‘Association has done 
much for the legal profession and for the 
administration of the law in the state. 
The conferring of equity powers and 
jurisdiction on courts of law, and the 
abolition of the tedious, slow and ex- 
pensive procedure of the old equity prac- 
tice, is a lasting monument to the useful- 
ness of the association. The increase 
in the number of supreme court judges 
from three-to six and the consequent 
great efficacy of that tribunal is another 
great good first agitated by and largely 
effected through the efforts of the asso- 
ciation. The association has ever 
striven for higher standards of educa- 
tion and stricter requirements for admis- 
sion to the bar and has had much to do 
with the substitution of the present 
method of examination before a commis- 
sion for the old system which was 80 
notoriously lax in its requirements. 

For the past two or three years the 
subject of reform in criminal procedure 
has engaged its attention. At the last 
session the special committee having 
the subject in charge was requested to 
submit to the approaching meeting a 
comprehensive report on the subject 
and in such shape as to be presented to 
the legislature for its adoption. Such 
work as this cannot fail to meet the ap- 
probation of the public, especially in the 
light of the present prominence of the 
lynching problem, which by some is so 
closely associated with the delay in the 
administration of the criminal law. 

In this day of multitudinous organi- 
zations, when every profession, trade 
and calling has its own association for 
the advancement of its own ends and the 
increasing of its efficiency, there is none 
which is of more general interest than 
the Bar Association. The law touches 
every part of our complex civilization 
and permeates all our _ institutions. 
Whatever tends to improve the system, 
or elevate the standard of its ministers 
is deserving the greatest encouragement, 
It is for this reason that the sessions of 
the Bar Association are of interest not 
alone to members of the legal profes- 


sion, but to the public in general. 
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More About the Trusts. 


The convention of southern governor 
to be held at St. Louis in September to 
consider the perplexing trust question 
may prove of value in securing some 
sort of uniformity of action among the 
states, but at this time it is difficult to 
see how these giant organizations are to 
be reached so long as any of the States 
permit their incorporation. 

There is much talk about the trusts, 
and naturally so, because the marvel- 
ous growth of these combinations during 
the past two years has been the most 
notable development of the times, both 
industrial and political, but so far sug- 
gestions of how to reach the evil have 
seemed to fall far short of a solution of 
the problem. 

There can, however, be no doubt of the 
immensity of the problem itself. Wheth- 
er the trusts have come to remain, and 
mark a mew era in industrial develop- 
ment or whether they are to be effec- 


sort of regulation it will remain for 
the future to determine. The courts 
have held, ag a rule, that restriction of 
competition ig unlawful. In this con- 
nection it may be interesting to cite a 
decision of the supreme court of Indiana. 
the effect of which is to declare that a 
public corporation which enters into a 
combination with other corporations to 
destroy competition and thereby increase 
the price at which an article is sold to 
the inhabitanis of the state, becomes 
liable to a forfeiture of its corporate 
frawchise. This decision says in part: 


When the state seeks to destroy the life 
of an incorporated body it is expected to 
show some grave misconduct, some act at 
least. by which it has offended the law 
of “ts ‘creation, or something material 
which tends to produce injury to the public, 
and not merely that which affects only 
private interests for which other adequate 
remedies are provided. 

Where, however, the facts disclose that 
a corporation has failed in the discharge 
of its corporate duffes by uniting with 
others in carrying out an agreement the 
performance of which is detrimental or 
injurious to the public it thereby may be 
said to offend against the law of its crea- 
tion, and consequently to forfeit its rights 
to its franchises. It is an old and familiar 
maxim that competition is the life of trade, 
and whatever act 
or even relaxes it, upon the part of those 
who sustain relations to the public, is 
regarded by the law as injurious to public 
interests, and is, therefore, deemed to be 
unlawful on the grounds of public policy. 

The authorities affirm, as a general rule, 
that if the act complained of, by fts results, 
will restrict or stifle competition, the law 
will regard such an act as incompatibie 
with public policy without any proof of 
evil intent on the part of the actor or 
actual injury to the public. 

“The Commercial Year Book,” pub- 
lished by The Journal of Commerce and 
Commercial Bulletin, contains a compil- 
ation of the trusts which had been 
formed up to the time this book went to 
press in the middle of March. Since then 
there have been a number of additions to 
the list, so it cannot be said to be com- 
plete; but the totals of the year book

Such illustrations serve to ‘bring the 
immensity of this organization home to 
the people more clearly than it can be 
by any amount of talk of the millions 
and billions of capitalization. Even those 
who possess them can have little real 
understanding of the immensity of “mil- 
lions” and as for “billions,” most of us 
can come no nearer grasping their real 
meaning than when at school we learned 
to glibly tell how many millions make 
@ billion, and so on up the scale. We do 
know, however, that the growth of the 
trusts is real and that their existence is 
& menace. How to cure the trust evil 
lg a great big problem, the solution of 
which does not seem to be in sight. 


Secretary Hay’s Circus Parade. 

Some enterprising youth connected 
with the Washington bureau of one of 
the New York “vellows” has been 
giving the readers of hig sheet 
the benefits of his most recent pipe 
dreams. The special subject treated in 
that portion of the dream which found 
its way into print Wag the ceremony 


attending the reception of the new min- 


ister from Spain, the Duc D’Arcos. 

This ceremony, according to the au- 
thority under consideration, was made 
by Secretary Hay, “the occasion for the 
introduction of the pomp and ceremony 
of empire.” The writer adds that “a 
description of the state carriages, cock- 
ades, rosettes, decorated bridles. foot- 
men in livery and so forth, would read 
like an imitation of the circus parades 
of the monarchies of the old world. Only 
it was not brilliant, and was, further- 
more, in execrably bad taste.” And fur- 
ther, in commenting on the spectacle 
that presented itself to his astonished 
gaze, the enterprising correspondent 
moralizes in this strain: ‘““What can have 
possessed the administration to make an 
exhibition of the representative of the 
country we have just defeated, to draw 
him througtthe streets of the national 
capital in a fantastically bedecked tri- 
umphalcar? Whoever devised this deg- 
radation of the unhappy Spanish min- 
ister has through his vulgarity humili- 
ated the nation. We do not gloat over 
a fallen foe.” 

The only trouble with this story is 
that there ig not an atom of truth in it. 
The young man who wrote it was either 
suffering from a bad attack of hallucina- 
tions that are supposed to have come 
only from dalliance with the extract of 
the poppy flower, or he was a recent 
importation from the wilds of the woolly 
west where footmen and livery are un- 
known and where a white shirt is re- 
garded the badge of degradation. belong- 
ing exclusively to the effete east, 

If he saw all these things, he wag the 
only man‘in Washington who did. The 
circug parade, which he thinks Colonel 
Hay arranged solely for the purpose of 
gloating over a fallen foe, consisted in 
a drive in very innocent carriages from 
the ‘Arlington hotel, where the new min- 
ister was making his temporary resi- 
dence, to the white house two blocks 
away. The Spanish minister sat with 
Colonel Hay in the latter’s private car- 
riage, and in a second carriage sat the 
minister’s secretary. Both of the Span- 
jards wore the uaiform of their office. 
The secretary of state did not, as the 
readers of this particular newspaper may 
have imagined, wear the tights of an ac- 
robat or the spangles of a clown; but he 
was attired in a very sedate and plain 
frock coat, wore the conventional silk 
hat and carried in his hands those evi- 
dences of degeneracy, a pair of gloves. 
This was the party that roused the ire 
of the enterprising correspondent, and 
because of which he feels that the over- 
throw of the republic is a certainty. 

At the white house the ceremonies 
were simple and altogether uninterest- 
ing. The new minister was formally 
presented by the secretary of state, he 
read from manuscript a short and form- 
al speech, was replied to by the presi- 
dent in the same way, and then Presi- 
dent McKinley and the duke gat chatting 
together for as much as five minutes. In- 
cidentally, they talked of the weather, 
which is worse in Washington than any- 
where else on earth, and then the secre- 
tary and those latest additions to the dip- 
lomatic corps got back in their carriages 
and drove back.

In this connection Judge Speer compared

Continuing, he declared that on account 
of the Anglo-Saxon blood which predomi- 
nated at the south the race problem would 
be settled in time and that no uneasy 2p- 
prehensions need be entertained in regard 
to the future. 

With respect to the responsibility of the 
negro race for recent outrages in this sec- 
tion, Judge Speer said: 

‘Let me say in the outset that it is a 
destructive error to charge the negro race 
with the atrocities of its own outcasts and 

yariahs. And let me next declare what 
Ss even more important, the negroes, if 
they wish to continue to remain in peace 
in these southern atates, must, by thelr 
own conduct and assistance as citizens to 
the officers of the law, in bringing the 
cruel and cowardly Apaches of their race 
to the bar of public justice, acquit them- 
selves of the charge now widely made of 
racial sympathy with che criminal no mat- 
ter how atrocious bis crime. The plainest 
Instincts of self-preservation, aside from 
e dictates of right and duty, demand 
3. 

Judge Speer next argued that there was 
as much difference in tribal descent among 
the negroes as there was in nathonal ex- 
traction among the whites; and that most 
of the negroes were characterized by no- 
ble traits and sentiments. In this connec- 
tion he said that there were 7,000,000 ne- 
groes in the south against 18,000,000 whites; 
that many of the negroes were well-to-do 
and happy; and that most of them lived in 
quietude and friendliness: Said he: 

“There are visionuries who talk about 
the colonization of the negro, but unless 
he chooseq to go himself, this is utterly 
impracticable. My word for jt, he will not 
choose to go. No 'vrace has stronger local 
attachments than-the negro. Besides, way 
down in our hearts we do not want him 
to go. When, a few years since, the 
‘colonization agents’ from the Mississippi 
bottoms were successfully inducing large 
numbers of negroes to leave Georgia and 
go to those marvelous cotton lands, the 
legislature of our state puta prohibitory 
tax on the business. We would be very apt 
to act toward the negro as did Caesar 
and his legion with the Helvetii when they 
aftempted their great migration; as Pha- 
raoh tried to do with the Israelites when, 
after they, with proverbial business judg- 
ment, had spoiled the Egyptians and left 
with bag and baggage en route for the 
land ‘flowing with milk and honey.’” 

Judge Speer next discussed the duty of 
the ‘white men of the south to the public 
anxiety which now prevails. Of the negro 
problem in general he said that he desired 
to say nothing since the discussion of that 
problem had kept thousands of whites 
from coming into this section. Of the 
erfmes of recent occurrence committed by 
the negroes, he declared that they were 
the work of dpraved mdividuals and not 
of the entire race; and in dealing with 
the manner in which they should be treat- 
ed he declared that punishment should be 
dealt out to them in accordance with law. 
Said he: 

“The constitution of the United States 
and of the state of Georgia provide that 
ho person shall ‘be deprived of life, liberty 
or property without due process of law. 
This is a fundamental principle of civiliza- 
tion, and however terrible the provocation, 
no people can shatter the basic principles 
of the social system in order to wreak a 
lawless vengeance upon a vicious individ- 
ual without entailing upon everybody of 
overs class the inevitable return of all 
of those calamities which civilization has 
labored for centuries to avoid. 

“There is no rational escape from this 
conclusion. Self interest today, our hopes 
for the future, our character for humanity 
throughout the civilized world, and religion 
itself inexorably demand that we shall 
govern ourselves by that law which has 
for its throne the bosom of God, and for 
its voice the harmonies of the world.’ 

Pointing out some of the defects in the 
present administration of justice which 
on to mob violence, Judge Speer 
said: 

“In the first place, I presume we have the 
most ridiculously paid and ineffective con- 
stabulary of any people on earth. The costs 
allowed by law to the bailiff or constable, 
the arresting officer of a Georgia militia 
district, would not adequately provide for 
the necessities of a Digger Indian. The 
censtable in a rural district was never 
known to make his support from the fees 
of his office. The sheriff is a more im- 
portant personage, but it is usually several 
hours after the commission of a crime be- 
fore he can be brought from the county 
town. By this time the criminal jis far 
away. We need in each county men of 
courage and character, skillful woodsmen 
and trackers who know the country, who 
are accessible to the people, and whose 
business it shall be to pursue the criminal 
until his arrest has been accomplished.” 

In the next place Judge Speer argued that 
lawyers of clear intellect and strong force 
of character should be put upon the bench. 
Said he: “In order tv do this they must be 
accorded a tenure of office which will make 
them independent of the chicanery of un- 
worthy politicians and disgruntled attor- 
neys,jand a means of support which will 
spare them from those carking cares which 
penury imposes upon the loftiest natures 
and enable them to bestow their undivided 
attention upon the public business. There 
is presented today in the judicial salaries 
accorded by the law of our state the spec- 
tacle of a cheese-paring and niggardly spirit 
unsurpassed in any state in the American 
union, and if every other item of state ex- 
pense should be aggregated in one grand 
total, and multiplied ten-fold, I believe that 
it would not be. more costly than this {jI- 
judged parsimony, to the lives and the 
property and the happiness of this people.’’ 

Next Judge Speer pointed out some of the 
unnecessary delays of justice growing out 
of the statute of 18530 which authorized new 
trials on the most insignificant grounds. In 
this connection he cited severa! instances 
in which the fury of the mob had been feq 
and the law cheated of its just victim p» 
reason of the operation of the statute in

To Incorporate the County. 

The members of the board agreed that 
the entire county should be incorporated 
by the city for police purposes. This was 
thought to be the best method to secure 
protection. It was suggested during the 
discussion that the county organize a po- 
lice force and then turn it over to the city 
police force and let it be a part of the 
city force. 

Some of the commissioners thought the 
force, if organized, ought to be under the 
control of the board of commissioners. 

Chairman Palmer said that he did not 
know whether the board should pass a res- 
Olution asking the judge of the superior 
court to do certain things as it might of- 
fend the court. The other members of the 
board thought the court would look at the 
resolution in the proper light. 

The recent number of outrages which 
have been committed jin different parts of 
the state, and some of them within the 
limits of Fulton county, have aroused the 
board to action. Numerous idlers and many 
desperate characters leave the city every 
day and go into the suburbs, returning at 
hight. 

Many of the communities near the city 
have been terrorized by such persons, and 
requests have been repeatedly sent to the 
sheriff and different members of the board 
asking for some kind of protection. 

Mr. Brown in presenting his resolution 
Bald that he wanted some speedy action. 
He believed that as long as southern wo- 
Manhood was in peril, the board should not 
hesitate anywhere in order to perfect a 
plan which will protect the homes in the 
country. He was emphatic in his talk and 
insisted on his resolution. 

The other commissioners agreed with him.

Coker Said They Should Not Be on His 
Side of the Alley—Foote & 
Davies Differed.

A contest that has been rarely equaled 
for picturesqueness took place in an alley 
between the Coker Banking Company and 
the Foote & Davies printing establishment 
yesterday morning. 

It was a case of shoveling a few pecks 
of ashes and cinders from one side of the 
alley to the other, which was participated 
in for several hours by about ten work- 
men. 

The contest arose with no aunouncement 
or the offering of any prizes. The enjoy- 
ment of it was greater on this avcount. The 
workmen were good natured in their riv- 
alry, although the employees were consid- 
erably irritated. 

An injunction of the court finally stopped 
the contest, and Judge Lumpkin will hear 
the complaints of the contesting parties on 
June 17th. He will probably decide the 
result. 

The alley runs between the establishments 
of F. M. Coker and of the Foote & Davies 
company. The ownership of this alley has 
for some time been in dispute, 

In August, 1898, an injunction was filed 
against the Foote & Davies company to 
compell them to remove a quantity of dirt 
which had been taken out of their base- 
ment and placed in the alley. This wus 
the beginning of the differences between 
Mr. Coker and the company. 

Judge Lumpkin stated, regarding the dirt 
which had been placed in the alley, that, as 
it was a public passage way, it was the 
duty of the city to remove it. This case 
will be tried by a jury in a short time. 

Yesterday morning a fireman for the 
Foote & Davies company ‘threw some ashes 
and cinders into the alley. Mr. Coker imme- 
diately sent a negro servant into the alley 
to throw them back. The negro did so. The 
fireman threw them over again. A second 
time the same evolutions were repeated. 
Time after time the same movements were 
gone through with. The participants en- 
couraged by the words of their employers, 
were spurred into the fight of the shovels, 
and for a few minutes the cinders hardly 
touched the ground, out traced the track 
of several rainbows through the alley. 

The evolutions were continued for several 
hours. In the meantime, Attorney George 
Spence, representing Mr. Coker, was pre- 
paring an injunction. He presented it to 
Judge Lumpkin, and the order was signed. 

It was a temporary injunction to prevent 
the company from throwing any more 
cinders into the alley. When this was 
served on the participants in the novel con- 
test, time was called, and the fun for the 
large crowd Was over. 

In addition to asking for an injunction, 
Mr. Coker asks for $1,000 damages, which 
he claims is due him on account of the 
alleged damage which he says has been 
done to the walls of his building by virtue 
of the water which has been left standing 
near them, causing them to be undermined. 

Judge Lumpkin has set the hearing for 
June l7th, when both sides will tell the 
facts.

Six Orators Requested To Contest There 
Next Augast, 


MERCER WILL SEND THREE 


Her Most Capable Speakers Will Rep- 
resent the Negative Side. 


OTHER. COLLEGES WILL BE INVITED 


If Necessary Several Prominent Geor- 
gians Will Be Called Upon To 
Champion Affirmative Side. 


If the mid-summer plan of Mayor George 
W. Clower is perfected, Grantville, Ga., will 
be the cénter of a strong and stirring ora- 
torical contest about August 18th. 

Mayor Clower has already taken the mat- 
ter up, and has secured three champion 
orators from Mercer to take part in the 
debate. As mayor of Grantville, he ex- 
tended an invitation to Mercer to challenge 
three men to meet them in debate at Grant- 
ville some time in August. 

Mercer accepted the invitation with grati- 
fying and eager promptitude, but decided to 
permit Grantv''le to secure three men to 
oppose her speakers. The trio of debaters 
that will represent Mercer, if the contest Is 
arranged, will be composed of the three 
gentlemen who defeated the speakers from 
the University of Georgia in a lively and 
interesting debate in Atlanta several weeks 


ago. 

The subject for the debate has already 
been selected. The Mercer men are to take 
the negative side. The discussion will have 
as a storm center the followiny affirmative 


sentiment: ‘ 


“Resolved, That the territory recently 
wrested from the dominion of Spain in the 
American-Spanish war, should be annexed 
to the United States.” 

In replying to Mayor Clower’s invitation 
to take part in the debate, Mercer, after re- 
fusing to select her own opponents, sug- 
gests that if no university men can be 
found to take up the gauntlet of oratory, 
that prominent speakers in public life be 
requested to take up the affirmative side 
of the question. Mercer says if the speak- 
ers cannot be found in Newnan, Grantville 
should try Atlanta and then the state at 
large, and that her three representatives 
will gladly meet congressmen or United 
States senators, 

‘I am confident,’ said Dr. Clower yester- 
day, ‘‘that three men can readily be found 
to take sides against the Mercer men. I 
will notify the universities of the south of 
the proposed contest, and IJ feel sure that 
three men will be readily forthcoming. It 
is our intention to make the affair a gala 
occasion, and everything possible for the 
comfort of our visitors and for their enter- 
tainment will be done. 

“Of course the judges will be prominent 
men from various parts of the state, and 
the debate ‘s sure to create any amount 
of interest, not only in our section, but 
throughout the entire state. The exact date 
of the contest has not been decided upon, 
but as the Mercer men have suggested the 
18th, we are practically agreed to accept 
this time, unless something unforeseen 
should occur. Already the people of our 
town and county are interested in the pro- 
posed debate, and when the contest becomes 
a certainty, additional feeling of HNvely in- 
terest will be aroused.”’ 

The debaters Mercer has agreed to send 
are Messrs. Bolding, George and Lawson, 
who defeated the University of Georgia.

To retain that office 
means responsibility on the one hand and 
personal animosities on the other. With- 
out the office he would be a free lance. He 
will be neither under obligations to assist 
the administration nor in any way respon- 
sible for the administration policies. Then 
if by any possible change in republican 
sentiment it should happen that there is 
a chance for somebody else than McKinley, 
he would be in a position to take advan- 
tage of &t. 

And he has said nothing at all about 
the speakership because he did not want to 
be regarded as influencing the selection 
of his successor; but now that the members 
of the house have decided that matter, he 
will not much longer delay announcing 
his intentions. At least that is the opinion 
of the man who tells the story.

A HISTORIC ONE

The ‘First Railroad Built in United 
States. 


OPENED JANUARY 15, 1830 


-_— —— 


Its Acquisition by the Southern Makes 
Its History Interesting. 


WHAT CHARLES F, ADAMS SAID 


Thought That Possibly It An‘edated 
Any Road of the Kind Ever Built 
in Any Country. 


Columbia, S. C., June 8.—(Special.)—In 
this railway age the acquisition of the 
Old South Carolina railroad by the South- 
ern, which "again makes that road the 


most important to the city of Charleston, 
gives the early history of the pioneer road,’ 


where once the motive power was the wind, 
an especial imterest. 

. While the South Carolina was not the 
first railroad’ in the world, and possibly 
not the first in the United States, it was 
conspicuously first in many particulars. 
Jt was the first road ever constructed 
With a definite plan of operating exclusive- 
ly by locSmotive power; it was the first 
railroad toy use an American built locomv- 
tive; it was the first to use locomotives 
that were pureiy-tne product of American 
Invention; it Was the first road in the 
world to use an eighi-wheeled engine, and 
that engine was the first eight-whneeler 
ever constructed, and was devised by chis 
sume road's chief engineer. 

Although the:e were tram roads in 
America that are said to have antedated 
the South Carolina, still it is doubtful 
if even that is the case, for the South 
Carolina Canal Company antedated by 
some years the genuine railroad that was 
opened by that company January 16, 1830, 
and several circumstances indicate that the 
company operated a tramway by hotses 
and sails before the locomotive steam 
power was inaugurated in 1830. Certain it 
is that the work on this, the first real 
railroad in America, was commenced in 
182s, 

Although tramways had been in use in 
England for a century or two, nothing 
much was accomplished until Stephenson 
opened up the Manchester and Liverpool 
railway in 1829, introducing thereon the 
Steam locomotive. 

In his work entitled ‘Railroads—Their 
Origins and Problems,’’ Mr..Charles Fran- 
cis Adams says there “igs some reason for 
believing that the South Carolina railroad 
was the first constructed in any country 
with a definite plan of Operating it exclu- 
Sively by locomotive steam power.” There 
is corroborative evidence on this point in 
the memoirs of Horatio Allen: “In Sep- 
tember of 1829 Mr. Allen became the chief 
engineer of the South Carolina railroal, 
the construction. of which had then been 
determined upon. On his recommendation 
the gauge of the road was made five feet. 
This road was completed and the cost was 
within his original estimates, and when 
finished it was the longest ;ailroad in the 
worig. * ° © At that early date the South 
Carolina Railroad Company had to deciJe 
whether the motive power of the road 
should be horses or locomotives. In a re- 
port made to the company in November, 
1s29, Mr. Allen presented an estimate of 
the cost of transportation by horse power 
and ‘by locomotive power. The estimate 
of cost of lecomotive power was based en 
facts obtained on the Stockton and Dar- 
lington railroad (England)., The result of 
that comparison was in favor of locomo- 
tive power and the South Carolina company 
adopted the engineer’s recommendation to 
use that power. But that action was 
based not on the experience of the English 
road, but on the report of the engineer 
who held that in the future there was 
‘no reason to expect any material improve- 
ment in the breed of horses, while in my 
judgment the man is not living who knows 
what the breed of locomotives will piace 
at command.”’ 

This report was made to a full meeting 
of the boarg and the decision for locomo- 
tives Was unanimous. Engineer Allen 
Says: “It was the first action of this kind 
by any corporate body in the world.” 

Mr. Adams is authority for the statement 
that the South Carolina road was opened 
January 15, 1830, for says he: “On the 
isth of January, 1831, exactly four months 
after the final opening of the Manchester 
and Liverpool road, the first anniversary 
of the South Carolina railroad was cele- 
brated with due honor.” 

As to the first engine used on this road, 
Adams says: “‘A queer looking machine, 
the outline of which was suffiflent to 
prove that the inventor owed nothing to 
Stephenson, had ‘been constructed at the 
West Point foundry works in New York 
during the summer of 1830—a first attempt 
to supply that locomotive which thé board 


and passenger and freight rates were 
fixed. 

The railroad regulatioms, a8 “printed in 
The Charleston Aimanac, are quite curi- 
ous. All baggage was at owners’ risk and 
not over seventy-five pounds allowed; no 
servants were admitted unless in charge of 
children except by consent of passengers; 
smoking was prohibited, and “no gun OF 
fowling piece shall be permitted to enter 
the cars unless examined by the conduc- 
tor. 

“At the ringing of the dell passengers 
will be allowed one minute to take their 
seats. Seats must be engaged and paid for 
fifteen minutes previous to the hour of 
departure.”’

CRAWFORD WAS ACQUITTED. 


Liquor Constable Who Killed Mrs. 


Stuart in Columbia, 8. C. 

Columbia, June 8.—For the last three days 
the trial of W. R. Crawford, state Liquor 
constable, for the slaying of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Stuart in her home in this city several 
months ago, hag been in progress. It ended 
today. 

From the fifst day’s conduct of the case 
the spectators got the belief inat it would 
be a mistrial or acquittal. There was no 
tangible reason for this belief; it was in 
the air; the prosecution was listless and 
the lawyers for the defense seemed tu 
carry everything their way. 

It early developed that the defense pro- 
posed to push a new theory that Mrs. 
Stuart was kilied by. her husband when 
he fell in his doorway, having been shot 
down by Crawford. The state made no di- 
rect effort td disprove this theory, though 
@ye-witnesses did testify that they saw 
Crawford fire the fatal shot. 

Crawford admitted having fired three 
shots to the door when Stuart was 
standing , While he (Crawford) was on the 


porch, and having: turned and shot two: 


bullets into the house after getting down 
in the yard. 

A feature of the trial was the testimony 
of two motherless children, nine and elev- 
en years old. These little giris told how 
their mother had been shét. When their 
father fell, they said, their mother had 
picked up his pistol and fired. Just then 
she also fell. 

Crawford has not been under restraint 
during the trial. lie has Weiiied crovid 
town and been very unconcerned. A num- 
ber of dispensary constables have attended 
the trial. There was a groundless rumor 
that an armed party was going to go across 
country from Columbia to Camden and kill 
Crawford in the courtroom. There has not 
been the shadow of truth in that rumor. 
Columbians let the law ‘officers take him 
when blood was hot just after the kil'ing. 

Crawford Was armed in court, and pistols 
were plentiful in the large crowd that has 
attended. 

The case went to-the jury at a late hour 
last night and after taking a ballot or two, 
they went to sleep on pallets made on the 
courtroom floor. 

At 12:15 today they reporie. that they had 
agreed and returned a verdict of ‘not 
gullty.’’ Eleven of the jurors were coun- 
trymen, one being from Camden. In his 
charge of ce hour and twenty minutes, 
Judge Buchanan stated that the constable 
had a right to use .orce ‘o saavcn fhe bLevse 
of Stuart if necessary. The jury called on 
him today for further light on this point 
and he charged them that the officer had 
the right to execute his search if opposed, 
to the extent of taking life.

FORGED CHECKS OPEN JAIL DOOR 
Son of a Louisville Bank Cashier Is in 
Prison in Kentucky. 

Cincinnati, O., June &8.—John Parker. son 
of the cashier of the City National bank, 
of Louisville, and Fred Friedenheimer, are 
confined in the Covington jail on a charge 
of securing $5,000 from the German Insur- 
ance bank, of Louisville, last Monday ona 
forged check. 

Friedenheimer has made a partial con- 
fession, in which he states that the scheme 
was concocted by Parker. The plan was 
to make a request by telephone for a 
loan from the German Insurance bank, 
and receiving a favorable response, to sen 
the forged check by two men to whom the 
money was paid. Friedenheimer says he 
returned from Louisville to Cincinnati Mon- 
day evening, and he and Parker divided 
the money. Parker, he says, retained the 
greater portion. When arrested Frieden- 
heimer had g98 in money and receipts for 
diamond jewelry worth $350 bought since 
Monday. ; 

Parker had about $200 on his person and 
at his hotel $2,000 in large bills was found 
in the safe. He claimed to have won this 
at the races. He adrgited having cashed 
a bogus check a few days ago at a 
Cincinnatl bank, where a relative of his is 
employed, and said he did it because he 
needed money to bet on the races. He had 
made this good with the proceeds of the 
Louisville windfall.

The litigation rose out of a contract made 
for the city with the Ame rican Pipe Com- 
pany, by which the pipe concern agreed 
to furnish water to the town at a certain 
price for twenty years. It seems, however, 
that the contract was entered into and 
signed without the concent of the «people 
and the city council promptly passed an 
ordinance revoking the contract. When 
the council decided to have a water sys- 
tem controlled solely by the city and 
placed water bonds on tne market, the 
American Pipe Company entered a protest 
and enjoined the sale of the bonds. 
In the lower court it was held by the 
judge that the town of Dawson would be 
eompelled to keep its contract with the 
pipe company and the sale of water bonds 
was enjoined. Before the supreme court, 
where the case was carried, the decision of 
the lower court was overruled and the 
twenty’ year contract with:the pipe com- 
pany was held to be illegal and void. 

It was believed by the people of the 
town that the decision of the supreme 
court would have the effect of stopping 
all further litigation in the case. How- 
ever, aS soon as it was @etermined . to 
begin work onthe city’s waterworks ths 
foreign stockholders of the old water- 
works asked for an. injunction from the 
federal court to prevent the sale of bonds. 
It was stated by Congressman Griggs yes- 
terday that the town of Dawson had 
offered to buy the waterworks of the Amer- 
ican Pipe Company at a fair price and in 
this way put an end to the litigation. The 
proposition of the town was refused, the 
company preferring to hold the citizens 
to the contract made in their name. 
The issues to be tried in the federal 
court are practically those before the su- 
preme court and the decision of the case 
will be watched with interest all over the 
state.

Answers the Criticism Made by Hen. D, 
4A, Tompkins, 


BELIEVES IN TEXTILE WORK 


‘Se ys Graduates of Technological School 


Get Good Positions.

EXPLAINS DEPARTMENTS OF INSTITUTION 


Regards the Training Derived from 
Course in Techni School of 
Great Value to Student. 


President Lyman Hall, of the Georgia 
school of Technology, has taken exception 
to the asséftion made by Hon. D. A. Tomp- 
kins, of North Carolina, in a@ lengthy artle 
cle which appeared recently in The Char- 
lotte Observer, to the effect that there is 
something lacking in the courses usually 
undergone in technical institutions, 

He says that the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology is conducted in such,a manner that 
it fills the want expressed by Colonel 
Tompkins, and asserts that he is positive 
that people of the state do not believe 
there is a lacking in the results of the 
work of the Technological school, 

Captain Hall thinks the prospects for 
next year brighter than they have ever 
been before and says that it will be diff- 
cult to estimate the number of students 
that will apply for enrollment. It is ex- 
pected that students wil} come from every 
southern state and one of the features of 
the course of next year will be the textile 
department, which will be under the di- 
rection of an experienced instructor. 

When seen yesterday Captain Hall had 
the following to say in answer to the criti- 
cisms made by Colonel Tompkins, 

“Mr. Tompkins,” he safd, “says: 
is still something lacking, something more 
that a student must acquire before the 
graduate can obtain a pusition or even get 
work without being more or less of a nui- 
sance to his employer for about one or 
two years.’ He then gives causes for the 
disappointment of the people wigh the re- 
sults of technical education. First, he 
Says positions most available for grad- 
uates are in lines pointing to cotton, cot- 
seed and cotton seed oll, and that 
ig little or nothing done to show 
manufacturing, cotton may be 
three or six times its 


ton 
there 
that by 
made worth two, 
value. 

“Second, he thinks there should be @ 
period of apprenticeship along the line the 
student is to follow. Third, he thinks we 
Copy too much from northern schools. 
Fourth, we ought to teach spinning and 
weaving, more about cotton oil and dye 
stuffs. Fifth, he belleves !n our boys be- 
coming masters of the loom as our grand- 
fathers were. 

‘The Georgia School of Technology fills 
the want which Colonel Tompkins seems 
to feel, and I do not believe the people 
generally feel there is a lacking in re- 
sults of our school. One of the main ob- 
jects in technical training is to thorough- 
ly train the student in principles and) at 
the same time give him the maximum 
amount og practice which is 
with a good course in mental training. 

‘“‘His practice must be varied and exten- 
sive, yet no part if it sHidOuld be the repeti- 
tion of processes already learned. As soon 
as a student is able to make one bolt well 
in the emithshop, continued work of that 
nature ceases to improve or advance him, 
In this manner four or five years are em- 
ployed and at graduation the young 
gineer faces the world ready to udopt 
himself to any mechanical conditions with 


which he may be thrown. 

‘During his course he has had work of 
almost every description. He has not 
known what particular line he shall, in 
after years, become most expert, but he 
is prepared to go to work at graduation 
and he ts not a nuisance for one or two 
vears if there is anything in him. A nui- 
sance is something offensive or which an- 
novs the public and our young engineer is 
far from fulfilling this definition. 

‘Look at the register of the graduates... 
Every man has a position. In 1898 thero 
were nine graduates, all of whom are now 
filling good positions. Some of these men 
have made from $75 to $150 per month 
during the past year. While they are not 
as familiar with their professions as they 
will be in ten years hence, they are doing 
the work which the idaal schoo) fits them 
for, 

“This apprenticeship spoken of by Mr. 
Tompkins is served in the first years of 
any man’s business career. No school can 
make an experienced engineer, and where 
a school like ours turns out a man who 
gets a position at once and who is well ed- 
ucated in the fundamental principles of his 
profession, it does not fail in its mission. 

‘‘As to lines relating to cotton seed oi! 
mills, cotton seed and cotton, offering po- 
sitions most available to graduates, I am 
in doubt. We find that mechanical, civil 
and electrical engipeering graduates get 
positions at once. As to cotton mannii fac- 
turing, our school claims to give the best 
Cotton textile course of any institution in 
America. We do show how to make cot- 
ton worth 6 certs in crude condition worth 
50 cents manufactured. We have the best 
dying equipment of any American school 
and an equipment of cotton machinery un- 
surpassed and unequaleu anywhere. 

“Our school of technology seems to elim- 
inate the objections which have been raised 
to graduates of technica! schools and to 
{he character of instruction. While our 
institution was modeled after the Worces- 
ter institute, in a short time we departed 
from the old lines. We gave up.the com- 
mercia}) features of taking orders and 
making contracts for manufactured mate- 
rial, and Worcester followed in our wake. 
We, found that making our own designs 
and suiting them to the instruction of the 
student was better for the student than 
manufacturing andirons by the ton. 

‘We have blazed a new road in this 
work and at the same time we give to our 
boys more shop time than any techincal 
school on the continent, if our first vear 
is included. There is, however, a draw- 
back to technical education in the south, 
which comes under our notice daily. Many 
students do not wish to remain and take 
the full course. To be an advanced fac- 
for in engineering in our time, requires 
years Of hard study in mathematics and 
mechanics. Many of our young men after 
Setting two or three years’ training feel 
themselves equipped well enough for their 
work and fail to finish their courses. 

“They lose the very best part of our 
training, because it is easier to go to 
work at once and begin drawing a salary 
as large as they would probably get on 
graduation. In France the fingm designs 
are made and France is the only country 
where students spend eight years & their 
drawing courses. 

“Our young men are too anxious to leave 
off education in its highest sphere and in 
consequence our engineers fail to rank 
with those of the north and west,’’

NEW TAX ORDINANCE 


Several Interesting Changes Are Made in 
the Tax Laws, 


NEW RULE FOR LIQUOR MEN 
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They Must Pay Promptly on the First 
Day of Each’ Quarter. 


THE TAX ON POOL TABLES IS REBUCED 


The Local Pawnbrokers and Second- 
Hand Dealers Will Be Required 
To Give Bond. 


The tax committee af the city council 
has just completed the revision of the city 
tax ordinance for the ensuing year. The 
committee has been at work over a week 
on the ordinance and several changes of In- 
terest have been made. 

The committee decided to reduce license 
On poo) tables from $50 to 40 per annum, 
This step was taken at the instance of 
several local poolroom proprietors who 
thought the former license was too high. 

One {iraportant change will be made in 
the Hquor license. Heretofore liquor deal- 
ers whose licenses were due on the first of 
each quarter were allowed until the 8th 
of the month in which to settle. The com- 
mitfesa decided to make atl liquor. dealers 
pay promptly on the ist of the month. 
This will no doubt bring an objection from 
the whisky men. 

Another important feature of the com- 
mittee’s report is the requirement of al! 
Pawnbrokers and second-hand dealers to 
give bond for their obeyance of the law 
requiring them to make daily reports to 
Police headquarters of articles bought in 
their establishments. 

This is considered a good law, as it en- 
ables the police authorities to locate stolen 
goods. It is said some of the pawnbrokers 
and second-hand dealers have not report- 
ed as promptly as they should and there- 
fore they wili be required to give a good 
bond, which will be forfeited if ‘they do 
not comply with the law. 

In view of the forthcoming establish- 
ment here of an automobile service, the 
committee decided on a HUcense of $50 per 
annum for the privilege of conducting the 
business. 

The license of peddlers who sell notions 
was raised from 2 to % a month. 

The tax ordinance will have to 
twice at the next counci!! meeting before 
it can become a law, and this will take 
fully two hours and-perhaps more. It is 
probable, therefore, that the next session 
of council will be an unusually long one.

Cotton Movement for Nine Months. 


New Orleans, June 8.—Secretary Hester's 
@nalyses of the cotton movement fpr the 
nine months of the season, from September 
ist to May 3ilst, shows that compared with 
the crop movement last vear Texas, inciud- 
ing Indian Territory, has brought into sight 
this season in round figures 446,000 more, 
while other gulf states which include Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Missouri and Oklahoma have marketed 
423,000 less, and the group of Atlantic 
states, which includes North and South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama and 
Virginia, show a decrease of 114,60. In 
other words, all of the states outside of 
‘Texas and Indian Territory, have decreased 
37,00 bales, against an increase for Texas 
and ‘the Territory of 446.000, leaving the net 
decrease in the total of crop marketed of 
$1,000. 

Mr. Hester shows the amount brought in- 
to sight by groups of states for the nine 
months of the season as follows: 

Texas and Indian Territory, 3.435.623 bales; 
an increase over same time last year of 
46,728, an increase over year before last

of 1,2°9,.%7 and an increase over 1895 of 
212,767. 

Other gulf states 3,301,329, a decrease un- 
der last year of 422,661: an increase over 
year before last of 661,009 and over 18% of 
407,714. 

Atlantic states 4,043,818 a decrease under 
last year of 114.114, an increase over year 
before last of 512,642 and over 1895 of 463,- 
Vly. 

Total crop in sight at the close of May 
10,780,770, a decrease under last year of 91,- 
(47, an increase over the year before last 
of 2,373,688 and over 1895 of 1,083,000. 

After. May 3ist last year the amount 
brought into sight from Texas and Indian 
Territory was M,914, from other gulf states 
60,110 and from Atlantic states 193,151. 

The groups of states as above furnished 
of the total cotton crop of last year and 
of 1895 in round figures; from Texas and 
Indian Territory last year 3,075,000 and in 
1885 3.276.000: other gulf states 3,774,000 last 
vear and 3,000,000 in 1895; Atlantic states 
4,451,000 last year and 3,620,000 in 1896.

New York, June 8.—The market took on 
the appearance of vitality and strength 
which are Associated with a bull market 
at one period during the day, but the in- 
evitable professional realizing seemed to 
take the snap out of the market, and 
when the bears perceived that the buying 
was not renewed with an eagerness, even 
after the realizing offerings had ceased they 
attacked the market in the last half hour 
and worked some very material recessions 
in prices. Sugar, Metropolitan and Brook- 
lvn Transit closed more than 2 points below 
the high level, though retaining still good 
net advances in price. A number of the 
specialties and prominent railroads also 
had a point or over taken from top prices. 
The opening of the market was surpris- 
ingly tranquil considering the amount of 
business that was being done. A long 
list of important stocks opened at un- 
changed prices and no stock in the list 
showed a change of as much as a point 
in the early transactions. It was evident 
that there was a large bear party in Su- 
gar still unconvinced by yesterday's divi- 
dend declarations, and they undertook 19 
force adown the price of that very uncertain 
security. By the time it had fallen 2 
points, however, the decline met resistance 
of a kind which it was not In the power of 
the bears to overcome. Their experience 
during the remainder of fie day was “not 
an.agreeable on, and the heavy blocks 
absorbed at the high level was convincing 
evidence of their distress. The advance 
in the price of refined sugar, which was 
acquiesced in by all interests in the trade, 
seemed to bring home to the bears that 
the competition ceuld not be of a very 
destructive character, and that the op- 
posing interests might be fairly regarded 
as installed into the position of insiders 
regarding stock market maneuvers. The 
very buoyant tone of Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit. Metropolitan Street Railway and Man- 
hattan added to the discomfiture of the 
bears. Later in the day the tobacco stocks 
took up the advance.

A FRACTION LOWER 


Belief Was General Government Repert 
Would Be Decidedly Bullish. 


LONG WHEAT THROWN OVER 


Corn Was Firm and Higher—Oats De- 
clined a Fraction—Provisions 
Heavy and Lower. 


Chicagv, June 8—Apprehensions of a 
bearish crop report hung like a pall over 
the wheat market today, and induced 
enough selling to depress prices to @ point 
Sc under yesterday’s close. Corn was firm 


-and advanced about \%c and oats declined 


%c. Provisions were heavy and declined 
2%@7Tec. 

Only for a short time following the open- 
ing in wheat was that market governed by 
the influences usually controlling it. The 
opening was rather weak, July starting at 
754@754c, compared with yesterday's clos- 
ing price of 7o4@75%c. Traders evidently 
had in mind the greatly improved tone of 
domestic crop advices,especially as regards 
spring wheat, and considerable long wheat 
was thrown on the market during the firs~ 
few minutes’ trading. This depressed July 
to 74%c. when a strong reaction resulted 
from free covering by, shorts and some 
investment buying following the posting of 
European crop reports showing the cond'- 
tion in Roumania and Russia to be fully 
as serious as previously claimed. Before ll 
o'clock the market had advanced to 75% @ 
754ece. That was the high point of the «ay. 
The belief was quite general that the forth- 
coming government report would be spe- 
clally bearish. As the session wore on 
this radually overshadowed everything 
else. ngs were unwilling to hold wneat 
pending the report, but found a good deal 
of difficulty in disposing of their holdings 
and the market during the afternoon was 
a decidedly weak one. Northwest receipts 
were another bearish factor. Minneapolis 
and Duluth reported 637 cars against 928 
last week ang 197 a year ago. , Chicago re 
ceipts were 178 cars, of which 7 were 
contract quality. New York reported 53 
boat ldads taken for export. The cash de- 
mand was siow. July sel as low at 745§c 
and closed at 74%.@75c. 

Corn was raither slow, but steady, though 
not holding the oést prices. ‘The cash 
demand was the feature, 700,000 bushels 
being reported sold for ahipment, half for 
export. Crop reports were in the main 
favorable. eceipts were liberal at 669 
cars.

Furniture and Iron Factories win Be 
Established To Give the People 
Employment—De Vries Talks.

Captain Peter De Vries, of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., is in the ctty inspecting certain 
property with the view of getting a suita- 
ble location upon which to place 100 Dutch 
families from Grand Rapids. 

Captain De Vries came here several days 
ago with an introduction to Tax Collector 
A. P. Stewart, and the latter has shown 
him several locations near the city. 

Before coming to Atlanta Captain De 
Vries was in Fitzgerald, but he did not 
find there what he desired. He does not 
think the country there elevated enough 
for the Dutch from the north. He believes 
they would be better pleased with a loca- 
tlon near Atlanta, 

Captain De Vries said yesterday that the 
families he would bring here would not go 
into farming pursuits, but would establish 
a large furniture factory and probably a 
maAnhufagtory ‘for making fancy iron work, 
sueh as doors and ornaments for buildings. 

He said the furniture factory would be 
the main feature, ‘and that it would be a 
large establishment: 

“I do not know now how many i will 
bring here,”’ said Caytain De Vries, **but it 
is certain I will have 100 families to coma, 
and if these like the location othe rg. will 
foliow. They will be Dutch poople, who 
are very thrifty and have had extensivs ex- 
perience in the manufacture of furniture. 

“The plans for the future have not vet 
been arranged. I would like to go to Hol- 
land and bring the people from that covue- 
try direct, but I do not know vet whether I 
will. Holland is very crowded. The people 
are now pumping parts cf the sea away to 
ger land to cultivate. 

“If I can find a suitable locatior here, 
which I expect to do, I wili bring the fami- 
lies here in a short time. The work ef 
building the factories will then con:mence, 
and the Dutch colony will sooa be well e€s- 
tablished. 

‘‘The iron factory which will be erected 
will be a large concern, and we will be 
able to employ a large number of Dutch 
people who are ekilled in these special lines 
of work. 

“T will be in Atlanta several days and will 
then return to Grand Rapids.”

BE. P. Ansley Asks the County Board for 
Franchises. | 


IT MAY BE A STEAM LINE 


New Route Borders the City Limits 
for Many Miles. 


ALSO EXTENDS TO THE CHATTAHOOCHEE

Will Also Extend to the New Feieral 
Prison—Line Will Haul Freight 
and Passengers.

A new belt line will soon be constructed 
around the city. A petition was presented 
to the board of county commissioners at 
its meeting yesterday asking for a fran- 
chise on certain roads which almost border 
the city for an electric, dummy or steam 
line. 

The petitions were presented by Edwin 
P. Artsley. The route will be along the 
western and southern portions of the city 
and will then go east and north. At the 
meeting of the board two petitions were 
read. One was presented on May 4th and 
the other on June 7th. The first petition 
asks for a franchise along the Howell's 
mill road. It is as follows: 

“To the Board of County Commissioners 
of Fulton County, Georgia—The  under- 
signed hereby applies to your honorable 
body to grant him, his successors or 4as- 
signs the right to build, equip and operate 
a dummy, electric or steam railway over 
and along the Howell’s mill road from 
near the limits of the city of Atlanta, at its 
junction with (Marietta street, and thence 
along it to the point where it connects 
with Chattahoochee avenue, and thence 
along Chattahoochee avenue to the Chatta- 
hoochee river. 

“Also, the right to build, equip and op- 
erate a dummy, electric or steam railway 
over and along Hemphill avenue from the 
limits of the city of Atlanta to what is 
known as Foster street, and thence along 
saiq Foster street to Howell’s mill road, 
and connect with the above named 
route; or along Hemphill avenue to 
street, and thence along said street and the 
city reservoir to Howell's mill road to the 
connection with its first mentioned route.” 

The second petition asks for the privi- 
lege on another side of the city. It reads: 

“To the Board of County Commissioners 
of Fulton County, Georgia—The under- 
signed asks that, in addition to the fran- 
chises asked for bv him in his application 
of May 3, 1899, that you grant to him, 
his successors or assigns, the right to 
build, equip and operate a dummy or elec- 
tric or steam railway over and along 
Ashby street from its connection with the 
Marietta road to its connection with the 
Central and Atlanta and West Point 
roads. 

“Also, the above mentioned rights cn 
Capitol avenue from the city limits to §s 
connection with the McDonough road, and 
along the McDonough road to a point 
where it crosses the land lot line between 
land lots 7 and 8, in Fulton county, Geor- 
gia. 

“Also, the same

rights over and along 
the South Bouleva:id from its connection 
with the McDonough road to the point 
where it crosses the Georgia railroad. 

“Also, the same rights over and along 
Emmett street from its connection with 
Marietta street or road to its connection 
with Tenth street or Blakely avenue; 
thence along Tenth street to North Boule- 
vard. 

“Also, the same rights over and along 
Jackson street from its connection with 
Tenth street to its connection with Ponce 
de Leon avenue, and thence along Ponce 
de Leon avenue to the Southern railway. 
Respectfully submitted, 

“BDBDWIN P. ANSLEY.” 

Mr. Ansley said che first petition was 
intended to tbe utilized at once provided 
the federal prison was located on the Er- 
Win property at the Chattahoochee river. 
He said if the franchises were obtained 
he would build over the route. 

He said the. more revent petition was for 
the purpose of building a line around the 
city. He said he expected to operate a 
dummy line if the commissioners would 
said he did not 
wish to come in competition with any one 
and was not urging a fight on any of the 
lines as they now exist. 

“I want the franchises,’ he said, “to 
develop those nortions of the county 
through which the lines extend. I am 
backed by sufficient capital to build the 
lines and they will be constructed as soon 
as the commissioners grant the fran- 
chises. (My lines will not come in competi- 
tion with any now in the city or county. 

“I expect to ecarry more freight than 
Passengers on the line, but the routes will 
be built up slowly. Later the lines will bo 
equipped with electricity.”’ 

Mr. Ansley would not state what com- 
pany was behind him, but said that north- 
ern capital would be invested. He spoke 
with great confidence of his plan and said 
it would be a decided improvement to the 
county. 

The petitions were referred to a com- 
mittee with instructions to report, which 
will probably be done at the next session 
of the county board.

EVEN THEN HE WILL GIVE AID 


Will Not Withdraw Until All Officers 
Are Appointed. 


FEW TROOPS NOW IN THIS DEPARTMENT 


Department of the Gulf Now Contains 
Only Thirteen Batteries and 
One Company. 


The department of Texas will be com- 
manded by General Frank, commanding 
the department of the gulf, until the arri- 
val at San Antonio of the commanding 
officer of the department of Texas, and 
even then until the officers of the depart- 
ment have been appointed, the commanding 
officer of this department will aid in con- 
ducting military affairs in the Lone Star 
State. | 

Telegraphic instructions directing that 
this be done were received yesterday from 
Washington by General Frank, and today 
an order relating to the matter will be 
issued from headquarters in this city. It 
will probably be several weeks before the 
officers who are to command departments 
in Texas are announced, and this will give 
additional #work until that time to the 
officers of &his department. 

It is possible that Fort Point, Galveston, 
Tex., may not be included in the depart- 
ment of Texas. It is an artillery station. 
The department of the gulf has a number 
of artillery stations in it, while Fort Point 
is the only artillery station in the depart- 
ment of Texas. 

As a special artillery inspector is re- 
quired in every department which has an 
artillery station, if Fort Point is included 
in the department of Texas it will be nec- 
essary to appoint an officer to that position. 
The department of the gulf has an artillery 
inspector, Major John H. Calef, First ar- 
tillery, and for this reason the war depart- 
ment may decide to keep Fort “Point within 
the department of the gulf. 

On the other hand, the Indian Territory 
may be placed in the department of Texas, 
as the territory adjoins the state and would 
be in easy access of the chief officers of 
the department of Texas. With these ex- 
ceptions it is probable that the department 
of Texas will include all portions of that 
state. 

The re-establishing of the department of 
Texas will take eight posts away from the 
department of the gulf. They are Sabine 
Pass, Fort Sam Houston, Fort Ringgold, 
Fort McIntosh, Camp Eagle Pass, Fort 
Clark, Fort Brown and Fort Bliss. 

The various posts in thé department of 
the gulf are now garrisoned as follows: 

Fort Barrancas, Fla.: Batteries H and 
L, First artillery; camp at Egmont Key, 
Fla., detachment from First artillery; camp 
at Hilton Head, S. C., detachment from 
First artillery; Jackson Barracks, La., bat- 
teries D and O, First artillery; Key West 
Barracks, Fla., battery B, First artillery; 
camp at Lands End, 8. C., detachment from 
First artillery; Fort RicPherson, Ga., com- 
pany B, Seventh infantry; Fort Morgan, 
Ala., battery I, First artillery; Fort Pick- 
ens, Fla., detachment from First artillery; 
St. Francis Barracks, Fla., batteries A and 
N, First artillery; Fort St. Philip, La., de- 
tachment from First artillery; Fort Screv- 
en, Ga., battery F, First artillery; Lulll- 
vans Island, S. C., headquarters and bat- 
teries C and M, First artillery. 

Fort Point, Galveston, Tex., 
ed in either of the above lists. It is gar- 
risoned by battery G, First artillery. Bat- 
tery K, light artillery, of the First artillery 
is at Fort Sam Houston. 

From the list of posts in the department 
of the gulf it will be seen that this de- 
partment has only one regiment, the First 
artillery, whieh is scattered to fourteen dif- 
ferent posts, while one battery, E, is at 
Manilla. One company of infantry is at 
Fort McPherson.

SBCOND REWARD FOR 
DAWSON CRIMINAL 


Detectives Sent by Mill Owners Fail To 
Find Guilty Party. 


MYSTERY SURROUNDS AFFAIR 
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Two Men Charged with the Arson 
Have Been Acquitted. 


REWARD FOR THEIR ARREST IS $200.00 


The Burning of the Oil Mills There 
Threw Many Families Out 
of Employment. 


For the second time Governor Candler is- 
sued yesterday a reward of $200 for the ar- 
rest and delivery to the sh?.iff of Terrell 
county the person or persons unknown who 
set fire to and destroyed the Dawson ol 
mills at Dawson, Ga, ‘The crime was cvm- 
mitted some months ago at night, presum- 
ably by persons formerly employed at the 
mills. A vigorous effort has been made by 
the county authorities to find out the perpe- 
trators of the arson, private detectives, 
it is understood, having been employed by 
the owners of the mills, but up to the pres- 
ent time no one has been found against 
whom proof of guilt could be brought. 

Some weeks ago Governor Candler was 
requested by the county officials to offer a 
reward, which was promptly done. Infor- 
mation reached the chief cxecutive, how- 
ever, some days after the reward had been 
authorized that two men were confined in 
the courty jail charged with the crime, and 
Governor Candler notified the authorities 
since the culprits had been caught that the 
rewara would be withdrawn. It developed 
in. the trial of the two suspects that the 
wrong men had been arrested and the 
jury returned a verdict of acquittal. 

Yesterday morning Governor Candler re 
celyed a communication from Terrell re- 
questing him to renew the reward, as the 
county officials were as far from Knowing 
the guilty parties as on the night of the 
crime, Governor Candler agreed to offer 
the reward for the second time, but it is 
one of the few cases in the history of the 
state where a reward pal oeen preperly 
withdrawn and again renewed. 

In the burning of its oi mills, 
lost gne of its principal industfies, aithough 
a poftion of the mills have begun operation 
again. It was known before the commis- 
sioi: of the crime, which threw 4 sarge Nube- 
ber of families out of emp'!)/ment, tnat 
threats had been made against the man- 
agement of the mills, and the burning 
which followed in the course of a few days 
Was no surprise to the people of the place. 

Following is the order for reward issued 
by Governor Candlef yesterday:

ARMED WITH BRASS KNUCKS 


Negro Dancing Master Goes to Chain- 
gang for Thirty Days. 


GAVE POLICE MUCH TROUBLE 


Charles Nelms, a Pretentious Darxy, 
Gets Heavy Fine and Is Bound 
Over to the City Court. 


Charles Nelms, a negro dancing master, 
and the proprietor of a noted negro resort 
on Piedmont avenue, near Decatur street, 
is in the city chaingang for thirty days, 
and when he finishes that sentence he will 
have to aswer in the eity criminal court 
for carrying concealed brass knucks. 

Nelms was arrested Wednesday night, and 
the scene he created and the trouble he 
gave the police, together with the fact that 
he is one of the most preténtious darkies 
in the city, make his case a rather remark- 
able one. 

For some months past Nelms has resist- 
ed the police by trying to prevent any 
officer from entering his dance hall when 
in search of criminals. 

Night before last it was reported to the 
police that a negro had struck another in 
the head with an ax, and that it was a 
clear case of assault with intent to murder. 
It was believed the would-be murderer wes 
in Nelms’s dance hail. 

Officers Covingten and Coker went to the 
hall and Nelms began his old tactics of 
trying. to keep his hall from being searched. 
He abused the police. and told them that 
they could not enter his place and inter- 
fere with his business. The officers had 
considerable trouble and Nelms finally be- 
came so rough that they had to arrest 
him. 

At the police barracks the dancing master 
objected to being searched by the turnkey, 
and when the search was begun he slipped 
a pair of brass knucks from his pocket and 
threw them out of a window. 

When he was being led into the prison 
the negro accused the turnkey of robbing 
him of $20. 

At the trial in the police court yesterday 
afternoon Nelms displayed dad bad temper 
and was very insolent to the officers who 
testified against him. 

Recorder Broyles fined Nelms $15 and 
bound him over to the city court for carry- 
ing concealed weapons, the last legislature 
having placed brass knucks in the sarge 
category as pistols and other weapons like- 
ly to produce death. So that to carry a 
pair of kKnucks concealed is as unlawful 
as to carry a pistol concealed. 

Nelms asked for time in which to get 
the money to pay the fine, but the request 
was not granted. He was taken to the city 
stockade to serve a thirty days’ sentence in
